ONE WAY TO SPOIL EGGS. 


engaged in ths, regular, | 


\ 
ure, and the chief cause for deterior- 
ation undoubtedly arises from the 
common habit of allowing the eggs 


to remain upon their sides, accord: | 


ing to a leading authority. The re- 
sult of this practice is,that the yolk 
which is heavier than the ‘‘white,’’ 
presses against the shell, an unnat- 
ural state of allairs altogether. The 
shell is unable to resist the action 
of the yolk upon its tissues, air s 
jadmitted, and: decompcsition im- 
mediately sets in. If eggs are ta 
be preserved without.the aid of any 
artificial media, such as water-glass, 
or other lime solutions; they must 
be either turned over. every day or 
stood: upon ‘their ends. 

So long as the yolk is kept © sus- 
pended upon, the ‘'white’’ the egg. re- 
mains -good for any reasonable per- 
iod, whether. its: ultimate» object: is 
to furnish food or to-produca a chick 
If this fundamental principal were 
properly,sobserved, the egg which tas- 
tes musty, or is obviously “good in 
parts,’’ would appear far less often 
on our breakfast tables. Treated thus 
and kept in a cool place from. first
